—A Grant of 10.000 
publications has been made and forward- 
ed to the Missionaries in these Islands 
The missionaries themselves have printed 
16,000 copies of a small Scripture Tract, 
and 4,000 copies of a Catechism, embra- 
cing the most important christian doctrines. 

West Africa.—-Nearly 4000 Books and 
Tracts have been sent to Sierra Leone, 
for the use of the emancipated slaves. 

Spanish imerica.—Spanish Tracts have 
been sent to Buenos Ayres, Mexico, Li- 
ma, and Gnatemala, and other places ; 
25 sets of Spanish Tracts, and 25 sets of 
twelve of the Village Sermons, translated 
into Spanish, have been sent to Mexico.

| Spain and Portugal.—The recent po- 
litical movements between these countries 
jand the embarkation of British troops 
for Portugal, determined the Committee 
to make considerable grants for circula- 
tion on the Continent. Three new tracts 
have been translated into Portugrese, 
and upwards of 25,000 Spanish, Porta- 
guese, and English Tracts have been vo 
ted for general circulation. 

Malta.—It is calculated that about 208, 
000 Tracts have been printed at the A- 
merican press at Malta, since 1821. A 
large number of all the works is now in 
circulation in the Toman Islands, Greece, 
at Constantinople and Smyrna, and in Sy- 
ria ond Egypt. 

Scotland, Wales, &c.—The Societies in 
Edinbargh, Glasgow, and Aberdeen, con. 
tinue to purchase extensively from the 
depository. Three thousand copies of 
Dr. Watts’ Divine Songs for children, in 
the Manx language, have heen sent to the 
Ise of Man. A new Religious Tract So- 
ciety, incloding all denominations, has 
been established in the Isle of Jersey.—- 
A supply of Tracts has been sent to the 
seamen employed in the Greenland fishe- 
ries ; and captain Parry has accepted 
one of the Society’s Circulating Libraries 
for the use of the crew of the Hecla dis- 
covery ship. Four new Societies have 
been established at Wales, 

Ireland.—Nearly 9000 publications 
have sent to the Earl of Farnham, in Ca- 
van, where the work of scriptural reform- 
ation appears to make rapid progress,— 
The same nnomber was sent to the Cork 
Tract and Book Society. The clergy of 
the diocese of Ardagh received 8,700.—- 
The Rector of Ardress had a grant of 
10.000. Considerable supplies have 
been sent to Carlow. Drogheda, and oth- 
er places. The Rev. R. Pope and Rev. 
W Urwick, also received forther grants. 
About 53,000 Tracts, by these means, 
are in circulation in Ireland. The com. 
mittee have received the most encoura 
ging letters, clearly showing that “‘ pure 
and undefiled religion” is on the increase 
in that interesting country.

| Letter from the Rev. 4doniram Judson, D. 
| D. to Mrs. Haseltine, of West Bradford, 

Mass., dated 

Ava, Dec. 7th, 1826. 

Dean Motuer,—This letter, though 
intended for the whole family, I address 
particularly to you ; for it is a mother’s 
heart that will be most deeply interested 
inits melancholy details. I propose to 
give you, at different times, some ac- 
count of my great, irreparable loss, of 
which you will have heard, -before re- 
ceiving this letter. 

I left your daughter, my beloved wife, 
at Amberst. the 5th ef July last, in good 
health comfortably situated, happy in be 
ing out of the reach of our savage op- 
pressors, and animated in prospect of a 
field of Missionary labour, opening under 
the auspices of British protection. It 
affords me some comfort, that she not on- 
ly consented to my leaving her, for the 
purpose of joining the present embassy 
to Ava, but uniformly gave her advice in 
favour of the measure, whenever I hesi- 
tated concerning my duty. According | 
left her. Onthe 5thof July, I saw her 
for the last time. Our parting was much 
less painful than many others had been.— 
We had been preserved through so many 
trials and vicissitudes, that a separation of 
three or four months, attended with no 
hazards to either party, seemed a light 
thing. We parted, therefore, with cheer- 
fal hearts, confident of a speedy re-un- 
ion, aud indulging fond anticipations of fu- 
ture years of domestic happiness. 

After my return to Rangoon, and sub- 
sequent arrival at Ava, I received sever- 
al letters from her, written in her usual 
style, and exhibiting no subject of regret 
or apprehension, except the declining 
health of our little daughter Maria. Her 
last was dated the 14th of September. — 
She says, ‘“‘ I have this day moved into 
the new house, and for the first time since 
we were broken up at Ava, feel myself at 
home. The house is large and conven- 
ient, and if you were here I should feel 
quite happy. The native population is in- 
creasing very fast, and things wear rather 
a favourable aspect. Moung Ing’s school 
has commenced with ten scholars, and 
more are expected. Poor little Maria is 
still feeble. I sometimes hope she is 


To sum 
up the unhappy tidings in a few words— 
Mrs. Judsonisno more. * * * * * 
* * * At intervals, I got through 
with the dreadful letter, and proceed to 
give you the substance, as indelibly en- 
graven on my heart.—‘* Early in this 
month, she as attacked with a most vio- 
lentfever. From the first, she felt a 
strong presentiment, that she could not 
recover, and on the 24th, about eight in 
the evening, she expired. Dr. KR 
was quite assiduous in his attentions, both 
as friend and physician. Capt. F : 
procured her the cervices of a European 
woman from the 45th Regiment ; and be 
assured all was done, that could be done, 
to comfort her in her sufferings, and 
smooth the passage to the grave. We all 
deeply feel the loss of this excellent la- 
dy, whose shortness of residence among 


ns, was yet sufficiently long to impress as 
with adeep sense ofher worth and virtues. 


It was not unti! about the 20th; that Dr. 
R. began seriously to suspect danger 
Before that period, the fever had abated 
at intervals ; but its last approach baffled 
all medical skill. On the morning of the 
23d, Mrs. J. spoke for the last time. 
The disease had then completed its con- 
quest ; and from that time, up to the mo- 
ment of dissolution, she lay nearly mo- 
tionless, and apparently quite insensible. 
Yesterday morning | assisted in the last 
melancholy office. of putting her mortal 
remains in the coffin ; and in the evening 
her funeral was attended by all the Euro. 
pean officers now resident here. We 
have buried her near the spot where she 
first landed ; and I have put apa small 
rude fence around the grave, to protect 
it from incautious intrusion.—Y our little 
girl Maria is much better. Mrs. W. has 
taken charge of her; and I hope she will 
continue to thrive onder her care.” 

Two days later, Capt. F. writes thus 
toa friend in Rangoon: ‘tI trust that 
yoa will be able to find means, to inform 
our friend of the dreadful loss he has suf- 
fered. Mrs. Judson had slight attacks of 
fever from the 8th or 9th inst. but we 
had no reagon to apprehend the fatal re- 
sult. 1 saw her on the 18th, and at that 
time she was free from fever, and scarce. 
ly, if at all reduced. I was obliged to go 
up the country on a sudden bosiness, and 
did not hear of her danger until my re- 
turn on the 24th, on which day she breath- 
ed her last, at 8, P. M.—I shall not at- 
tempt to give you an accouut of the 
gloom, which the death of this most 
amiable woman has thrown over our 
emall society. You, who were so well 


acquainted with her, must feel her loss

Mr. and Mrs. Wade are living in the 
house, having arrived here about a month 
after Ann’s death; and Mrs. Wade has 
taken charge of my poor motherless Ma- 
ria. 1 wasunableto get any accounts of 
the child at Rangoon ; and it was only on 
my arriving here, the 24th ult. that I 
learnt she was still alive. Mr. Wade 
met me at the landing place; and as I 
passed on to the house, one and another 
of the native Christians came out, and 
when they saw me, they began to weep. 
At length we reached the house, and I 
almost-expected to see my love coming 
out to meet me, as usual; but no. I| saw 
only, in the arms of Mrs. Wade, a poor 
little puny child, who could not recog- 
nize her weeping father, and from whose 
infant mind had long been erased all re- 
collection of the mother who loved hes sy 
much. She turned away from me in 
alarm, and I, obliged to seek comfort else- 
where, found my way to the grave ; but 
who ever obtained comfort there ?— 
Thence | went to the house in which I 
lefiher ; and I looked at the spot where 
we lastknelt in prayer, and where we 
exchanged the parting salutation. 

The doctor who attended her has re- 
moved to another station, and the only in- 
formation | can obtain, is such as the na- 
tive Christians are able to communicate. 
It seems that her head was much affected 
during her last days, and she said but lit- 
tle. She sometimes complained thus— 
The teacher is long in coming, and the 
new Missionaries long in coming; I must 
die alone, and leave my little one ; but as 
it is the will of God, | acquiesce in His 
will. Iam not afraid of death, but I am 
afraid I shall not be able to bear these 
pains. Tell the teacher that the disease 
was. most violent, and I could not write ; 
tell him how I suffered and died ; tell 
him all that you see ; and take care of the 
house and things until be return. When 
she was unable to notice any thing else, 
she wooald still call the child to her, and 
charge the nurse to be kind to it, and in- 
dulge itin every thing, until its father 
should return. The last day or two she 
lay almost senseless and motionless—on 
one side—her head reclining on her arm 
—her eyes closed ; and at eight in the 
evening, with one exclamation of distress 
in the Burman language, she ceased to 
breathe.

PALESTINE MISSION. 


Extract of a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Bird, to a friend in the vicinity of New 
Haven, dated Beyroot, Feb. 17, 1827. 
Dear Sir,—Public attention has never 

since our arrival been so much awakened 

here tothe subject of religion, as itis at 
present. The year commenced witha 
concerted onset against us from all quar- 
ters. The Maronite Patriarch, after 
three years’ comparative silence, sent 
forth a second Proclamation, exposing all 
our “arts and artifices to deceive the sim- 
ple.’ and denouncing excommunication 
against all his people who should dare to 
have any connexion with us, either world- 
ly or spiritual. The Papal Greeks did 
the same. Even the Orthodox Greeks, 
who hitherto had been comparatively 
friendly and open to access, published in 
their church here, an anathema scarcely 
less severe than those of the Papists. 
The people were struck with a general 
panic. The school, before so promising, 
was broken up. People who had been 
in the habit of coming to our houses, 
were pointed at, and threatened, and per- 
secuted. The teacher of the school 
was thrown into prison under the false 
accusation of having committed an odious 
crime. A young Greek Arab staying at 
my house, had his goods seized in town, 
and was threatened to be taken from my 
house by violence. All this, however, 
we are quite confident, has done good. 

It has established sach as were wavering

viz. that their churches have more of 
angry violence and injustice than of 

Christian love. Two have been excom. 

municated by mame from the Maronite

It mu&t always be a matter of satisfaction 
to Christians, thatthey barmonize in this 
manner ; and we should not expect of 
Christians, that they, for any reasons, will 
attempt to create a difference, when rone 
exists; especially of Christians, who 
think and say much of the duty of union. 
The ground then, on which we all act, 
is this,—.Vo persons may be admitted to 
the table of the Lord, but such as have pre- 
sented to the church satisfactory evidence, 
that they are Christians in heart, and have 
been baptized. Do you not subscribe to 
this? I have never been acquainted 
with a Congregational Church, which did 
not so believe and practice, unless it 
were some Uniiarian Charch, which re- 
quired no faith; and every one knows, 
that Baptists require the qualifications 
above named. Here, then, weagree. If 
we differ in regard to the meaning or detin- 
ition of the word Baptize, we do not, on 
that account, differ in regard to the prin- 
ciple on which we act, in receiving, or in 
refusing to receive to the table, persons 
who may wish to approach.

position, that we are all satisfied that the 
interests of religion require a union of the 
Christian sects, let us put it round to the 
representatives of each to say what we 
shall be. Would that writer think that 
the interests of religion would be better 
promoted, if all the Christians in the world 
would immediately hecoine Methodists ? 
Or, I may add, any other than Baptists, 
In the congress where the terms of union 
were to be settled, would not each party 
vote for itself alone, and would they not 
finally se-arate as far from union, as when 
they convened? For my own part, [ 
love union, and am ready any day to go 
as far as any friend of Chris! will go, to- 
wards onion. But I cannot help thinking 
that the way will not he prepared, wntil 
Christians feel as if it would be best for 
religion, that al! should be engaged under 
the banners of the denomination, which 
is Most onlike our own. Whenever the 
time shall come. that the Presbyterians 
shall be willing all to become Methodists, 
and the Methodists shall think the cause 
of religion would be best promoted by all 
becoming Baptists, and the Baptists shall 
have their feelings reconciled to the idea 
of hecoming all Episcopalians, and the 
Episcopalians get their minds made up to 
hecome Congregationalists, then, and not 
till then, will the way be prepared for the 
union of al!

- AN ACT OF SELF MURDER. 

On the 20th ult. Esquire Sheldon, of Leb. 
anon, Madison. N. Y. terminated his life by 
shooting himself. . 

It appears that the deceased was a farmer, 
and possessed considerable influence in the 
town ; had been appointed a Magistrate, and 
was surrounded by a family, some of whom 
were young menand women. [His sentiments 
involved a disbeiief in a future state of re- 
wards and punishments, or even futare exist- 
ence, oreven the existence of a Supreme Be- 
ing- lam credibly informed, that uader his 
instructions his wife and family have embra- 
ced the same sentiments ; aod that his influ- 
ence has extended to some of his townsmen. 

Being considerably advanced in life, confin- 
ed to his room, in pain, occasioned by an old 
injury tohis hips, and having made his will, 
he coolly and deliderately resolved to relieve 
himself from his suffe-ings by an act of sui- 
cide. To avoid suspicion of bis intentions, 
he had called for a guo and ammunition some 
days previous, and practised shooting fowls 
from the window. On the fatal day, just be- 
fore evening, his wife having retired for a lit- 
tle repose, and his children, except a little 
daughter, being about some work in the 
barn, he told her to bring to him Ler brother's 
pistol, (which he usedin the Cavalry,) and 
some balls; and then told her she might go 
to the barn with the girls and stay. Before 
her arrival at the barn, she he rd the report 
of agun. Supposirg ber father had shot a 
hen, she ran to bring it in , but on entering 
the room, she beheld her father with the top 
of his head shot off, and his brains scattered 
about the wall! 

He died as a fool dieth. And, “ if the 
righteous are scarcely saved, where will the 
ungodly and the sinner appear !”

God in the Dissenter’s chapel ; and am 
apprised from Staplehurst, in Kent, that 
the usual pay has been refused to a virtu- 
ous widow and her three orphan babes, 
because she had found her way to meet: 
ing, and would there, rather than at 
church, breathe out her humble prayer ! 
What! can I be indifferent. when the lay 
rectors, lords of manors, magistrates, and 
overseers, are all arrayed against suffer- 
ers who are conscientious. though ob- 
scure,—as though poverty, and age, and 
sickness, and widowhood, were not ills 
enough—-as though religion might not 
shed her consolation in their rugged path 
—-as though independence of heart must 
be withered and destroyed—-as though 
no flower might blossom in the desert—- 
no heavenly hope shine amid the poor 
cottager’s gloom——as though the last best 
staff of hope should be wrung from their 
trembling grasp—as though new bitter- 
ness must be mingled with the very dregs 
of wo! Itistothis Society and heaven, 
that these pious victims to principle and 
conscience, turn their imploring eye, and 
never can they look in vain, or be thought 
on with an indifferent heart.

Refusal to marry a Dissenter. 


If there be a moment of harmony and 
of gladness—a dawn of ecatacy, a spring 
time of delight in human lifé, surely it is 
ona wedding-day. Then the anchorite 
would feel himself aman. The grand- 
sire and his old dame, the blooming maid- 
en and the rustic youth, share the bliss 
of recollection or the joy of hope. And 
yet these are the very times when the 
ministers of the religion of that Saviour, 
who began his public ministry by conse- 
crating a nuptial banquet with his pres- 
ence, have illegally shown their persecu- 
ting spleen.

probation—such hopes deferred might 
overcome the sternest purpose, and the 
heroic mind.

CONTINUED. 

Of which truth since we are now ta 
king account from pretences of scripture, 
it is considerable that the discourse of 
St. Peter which is pretended for the entit- 
ling infants to the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, and by consequence to baptism. 
which is supposed to be its instrament 
and conveyance, is wholly fancy, and bath 
in it nothing of certainty or demonstra- 
tion, and not much probability. For, be- 
side that the thing itself is unreasonable, 
and the Holy Ghost works by the height- 
ening and inproving our natural faculties, 
and therefore it isa promise that so con- 
cerns them as they are reasonable crea- 
tures, and may have a title to it, in pro- 
portion to their nature, but no posses. 
sion or reception of it till their faculties 
come into action ; besides this, I say, the 
words mentioned in Peter's Sermon 
which are the only record of the promise 
are interpreted upon a weak mistake. 
Fhe promise belongs to you and to your 
children. therefore infants are actually re- 
ceptive of it in that capacity: That is 
the argument. But the reason of it is 
not yet discovered, nor ever will ; for. 
to you and your children, isto you and 
your posterity,to you and your children 
when they are of the same capacity, in 
which you are effectually receptive of 
the promise ; and therefore Turtullian 
calls infants, designatos sanctitatis, ac per 
hoc etiam salutis, the candidates of holi 
ness and salvation, those that are design- 
edtoit. But he that, when ever the 
word children is used in scripture, shall 
by children understand infants, must needs 
believe that in all Israel there were no 
men, but all were infants: and if that 
had been true it had been the greater 
wonder that they should overcome the 
Anakims, and beat the king of Moab, and 
march ¢o far, and discourse so well, for 
they were all called the children of Is- 
rael. 

And for the allegation of St. Paul, that 
infants are holy if their parents be faith- 
ful, it signifies nothing but that they are 
holy by designation, just as Jeremy and 
John Baptist were sanctified in their mo- 


thers womb, that is, they were appointed

and designed for holy ministers, but had 
not received the promise of the father,

And as the promise appertains not fo: 
aught appears to infants in that capacity 
and consistence, bat only by the title of 
their being reasonable creatures and 
when they come to that act of which by 
nature they have the faculty : so if it 
did not, yet baptism is not the means of 
conveying the Holy Ghost. For that 
which Peter says, be baptized, and ye 
shall receive the Holy Ghost, signifies no 
more than this, First, be baptized, and 
then by imposition of the Apostles hands, 
which was another mystery and rtie, ye 
shall receive the promise of the father 
And thisis nothing but an insinuation of 
the rite of confirmation, as is to this 
sense expounded by divers ancient au- 
thors ; and in ordinary ministry the ef- 
fect of it is not bestowed upon any uobap- 
tized persons, for it is in order next af 
ter baptism: and upon this ground Pr- 
ter’s argument in the case of Cornelius 
was concluding enough, a majori ad mi 
nus ; thus the Holy Ghost was bestowed 
upon him and his family, which gift by 
ordinary ministry was consequent to bap 
tism, not as the effect is to the cause or 
to the proper instrument, but as a conse 
quent is toan antecedent in a chain ot 
causes accidentally and by positive inst: 
tution depending upon each other. God 
by that miracle did give testimony that 
the persons of the men were in great di- 
positions towards heaven, and therefore 
were to be admitted to those rites which 
are the ordinary inlets into the kingdom 
of heaven: Bat then from hence to ar- 
gue that wherever there is a capacity of 
receiving the same grace, there also the 
same sign is to be ministered, and from 
hence toinfer Pzedo baptism, is in argo 
ment very fallacious upon several 
groonds. First, because baptism is not 
the sign of the Holy Ghost, but by anoth 
er mastery it was conveyed ordinarily and 
extraordinarily, it was conveyed inde 
pendently from any mystery ; and so the 
argument goes upon & wrong supposition. 
Second'y, it the supposition. were truc, 
the proposition built upon it is false ; for 
they that are capable of the same grace 
are not alwaye capable of the same sign - 
for women under the law of Moses, al 
though they were capable of the righte- 
ousness of faith, yet they were not capa 
ble of the sign of circumscision. For 
God does not always convey his graces in 
the same manner, butto some mediately, 
to others immediately : there is no better 
instance of this than the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, which is the thing now instanced 
in this contestation : for itis certain in 
scripture, that it was ordinarily given by 
imposition of hands, and that after bap- 
tism ; and when this came into an ordia. - 
ry ministry, it was called by the ancient 
church chrism or confirmation ; but yet 
it was given sometimes without imposition | 
of hands, as at pentecost and to the fami. | 
ly of Cornelius, sometimes before bap- 
tism, sometimes after, someti-nes in con- 
junction with it. 

And after all this, lest these arguments 
should not ascertain their cause, they fall 
on complaining against God, and will not 
be content with God unless they may bap- 
trze their children, but take exceptions 
that God did more for the children of the 
Jews. But why so? Because God 
made a covenant with their chileren actu 
ally as infants, and consigned it by cir- 
cumscision.— Well ; so he did with our 
children too in their proportion. He 
made a covenant of spiritual promises on 
his part, and spiritual and real services 
onours; and this pertains to children 
when they are capable, but made with 
them as soon as they are alive, and yet 
not so with the Jews’ babes: for as their 
right consigned them actually, so it was a 
national and temporal blessing and cove- 
nant, as a separation of them from the 
portions of the nations, a marking them 
for a peculiar people, (and therefore 
while they were in the wilderness and 
separate from the commixture of all peo- 
ple they were not at all circumsci<ed ;) 
but as that rite did «eal the righteousness 
of faith, so, by virtue of its adherency, 
and remnancy in their flesh, it did that 
work when the children came to age. 
But in christian infants the case ts other- 
wise ; for the new covenant, being estab- 
lished upon better promises, is not only to 
better purposes, but also in distinct man- 
ner to be understood ; when their spirits 
are as receptive of a spiritual act or im- 
press as the bodies of the Jewish children 
were of the sign of circumscision, then it 
is to be consigned. But.this business is 
quickly at an end, by saying that God 
hath done no less for ours than for their 
children ; for he will do the mercies of a 
father and creator to them, and he did no 
more to the other. But be hath done 
more to ours, for he bath made a cove- 
nant with them and built it upon promis- 
es of the greatest concernment ; he did 
not soto them. Butthen for the other 
part, which is the main of the argument, 
that onless this mercy be consigned by 
baptism, as good not at all in respect of 


For when God hath made a promise pe 
taining also to our children, (for 4 “4 
adversaries contend, and we also 
knowledge in its true sense) shall not 
this promise, this word of God be of ber 
ficient truth, certainty and efficacy 
cause comfort, unless we tempt God and 
require a sign of him? May not Chrig 
say to these men as sometimes to 4 
Jews, 1 wicked and adulterous generatin 
seeketh after a sign, but no sign shalj ’ 
givenit? But thetrath of it is, this ms 
gument is nothing but a direct qYarre!. 
ling with God Almighty
